In knocking around, so to speak, from
country to country, from state to state,
from city to city: he observes the causes
of a city's progress or retrogression. At
times he materializes opportunely and
is enabled to prevent a mistake which
might be productive of deplorable re-
sults, In this he is at once offensive
to the element which must suffer for
thegood of the whole; others acrept the
changes that may ensue as a result of
nis tutoring with inexcusable apathy.
